Approxim ately IOO of the 4,000 popu 
lotion are anarchists, T hom as told the 
United Press, and intim ated th a t they 
were 
aided 
by 
propaganda 
which 
might have had Its origin outside the 
walls. 
"W e have bolsheviks, radicals—all 
hardened crim inals—in there,” Thom 
as said, ‘who resent the law, its en 
forcem ent an d officers as vile and un­ 
just. 
They attem p t to hold up their 
crim es 
as 
som ething 
virtuous 
and 
their punishm ent as som ething mali­ 
cious. 
‘We always have had 
to 
remain 
vigilant to keep out doctrines of radi­ 
calism. 
T hat is one reason why we 
search the mails." 
Thom as said m ost of the propagan­ 
d a had been circulated by words of 
mouth, but som e of it “m ig h t” have 
been published 
within 
th e 
prison 
and distributed. 
He regards radica­ 
lism am ong convicts as one of the m a­ 
jo r problems of prison life. 
‘W ithin ten years,” he said, “every 
prison in the country will be patrolled 
perm anently by arm ed troops." 
The 
w arden described three-fourth of the 
prisoners as model and unblamable. 
Meanwhile, conditions at the prison, 
where 322 convicts were either fatally 
burned or suffocated M onday night, 
were apparently back to normal. 
Only two developm ents served to 
heighten the closing hours of the in­ 
vestigation. 
H ubert L. R ichardson, a guard, rep­ 
udiated form er testim ony when he 
declared that a range door in the cell 
house was open at the tim e he discov­ 
ered the blaze.

newspaper editors in an Ohio city severely criticised a 
judge for issuing an injunction to prevent a sheriff from inter- 
fenng with Rambling operations on a race track, says the Bemidji 
Sentinel. 
The judge thereupon haled them into court for con­ 
tempt, tried them himself and sentenced them to pay a fine and 
spend a month in jail. They appealed. The court of appeals has 
decided in their favor, declaring that the judge exceeded his auth­ 
ority in issuing such an injunction and also exhibited had taste in 
trying their case in his own court instead of letting it go before 
some disinterested judge. 
The transient fortunes of two newspaper men may not be 
important. 
The significant thing in this ease is I he clear state­ 
ment made by the chief justice of the court of appeals, in explain­ 
ing the grounds on which the decision was based.

State of Ohio Responsible 


It seems worse than stupid to attempt to place the blame on 
the guards for the horrible disaster in the Ohio penitentiary. What 
could the guards do under those circumstances. 
Evidence that 
is piling up indicates that the convicts set the fire themselves in 
order to secure a wholesale prison delivery. 
It was a horrible 
thing to allow men to burn to death, but guards naturally would 
hesitate to turn loose several hundred desperate men who might 
as a wild mob go out and kill hundreds of innocent people. The 
state of Ohio should never have allowed such conditions to come 
into existence as prevailed in that prison. As has been generally 
stated in the press, the responsibility for the horrible disaster 
rests with the state as a whole and not with a few men who hap­ 
pened to be serving as guards. 
When the state locks men in prisons behind steel bars, it a s ­ 
sumes a tremendous responsibility, and the conditions that pre­ 
vailed in the prison at Columbus showed that the state was crim­ 
inally careless in failing to meet that responsibility.— Princeton 
Union.

Two newspaper editors in an Ohio city severely criticised a 
judge for issuing an injunction to prevent a sheriff from inter­ 
fering with gambling operations on a race track, says the Bemidji 
Sentinel. 
The judge thereupon haled them into court for con­ 
tempt, tried them himself and sentenced them to pay a fine ant 
spend a month in jail. They appealed. The court of appeals has 
decided in their favor, declaring that the judge exceeded his auth­ 
ority in issuing such an injunction and also exhibited bad taste in 
trying their case in his own court instead of letting it go before 
some disinterested judge. 
The transient fortunes of two newspaper men may not be 
important. 
The significant thing in this case is the clear state­ 
ment made by the chief justice of the court of appeals, in explain­ 
ing the grounds on which the decision was based. 
“People,” he declared, “should be allowed to say what they 
please, and newspapers should be allowed to print what they 
please, always making themselves liable under the law of slander 
or the law of libel, and usually this penalty is enough to keep per­ 
sons from transcending the bounds of decency and proper criti­ 
cism.
